T# rocess of claim 16 wherein Hp step of applying the 
Ijscrete flakes of expanded graphite is accomplished by providing a 
layeris^ hot-melt adhesive; by placing flakes of graphite in the hot- 
melt adhesive and depositing the hot-melt adhesive and flakes of 
graphite on the surface ofjane of the first and second nonwovens. 




18. The process of^Jaim 17 comprising the further step of 
providing a membrane between ma first and second nonwovens. 

19. The process of claim 16 comprising the further step v of 
providing a membrane between the first and secohd nonwovens. 

20. A flame retapd^mt garment \omponent, comp^^rSmg: 
a first iWnwoven; 
a second nonwoven; 
discrete flakes of expan#6d graphite as a flame-retardant 

material, apj&lied to at least opre of the nonwovens; 

wherein the flaKes of expanded graphite are distributed in 
a layer o/ hot-melt adhesive between the first and second nonwovens. 



2jl. Th& garment as claimed in claim 20, further comprising 
a menribracre and wherein the second nonwoven is^tfonded to the 
membrane by means of the layer of hot-rj^ft adhesive with the 
expai^e^ graphite, and wherein thepc^mbrane is bonded to the first 
notfwoven \jy means of spqps^oi adhesive. 
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
